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$1.27 Million OK'd 
For Community

The City Council unani- 
mously approved appropri- 
ating $1.27 million in com- 
munity preservation funds 
towards eight projects at 
historic sites and an afford- 
able housing development.

-Recommendations For Fitness Programs 
Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott | ee 


By WAYNE WESTCOTT 

As life becomes a little 
more normalized, many of 
us are looking forward ‘to 
getting back into our regular 
fitness program. Some of 
us have been able to train at 
home, and may continue to 
do so. 

Certainly, with the warm 
diffi- 
culty doing outdoor aerobic 


Weather there is no 


exercise such as walking, 
hiking, jogging/running, bi- 
cycling, canoeing/kayaking, 
and some athletic activities 
including tennis and golf. 
Home strength training is 
somewhat more challeng- 
ing, but can be accom- 
plished with elastic band 
and dumbbell exercises. I 
will do a column on the best 
elastic band and dumbbell 
exercises in the near future. 

However, many of us 
prefer to do our strength 
training at a well-equipped 
and well-supervised fitness 
facility using well-designed 
resistance machines, free- 
weights, or both. To this 
point, our research has 
shown that resistance bands 
are less effective than resis- 
tance machines for muscle 
development. As I have 
noted in previous columns, 
adults who do not strength 
train lose muscle at an aver- 
age of 6 pounds per decade 
depending on age, gender, 
and genetic factors. In our 
large-scale studies with 
adults and older adults, we 
have consistently recorded 
a 3-pound increase in mus- 
cle (along with a 4-pound 
decrease in fat) after just 


10 weeks of basic and 


brief strength training ses- 
Therefore, about 6 
months of regular resistance 
may reverse ap- 
proximately 10 years of the 
muscle loss due to inactive

Quincy has several ex- 
cellent fitness facilities, as 
well as the South Shore 
YMCA, that provide expert 
fitness leadership. I am fa- 
miliar with many of these, 
as our Quincy College Exer- 
cise Science students do 15- 
week internships in a variety 
of local exercise centers. In 
addition to having more and 
better training equipment 
than home gyms, most peo- 
ple exercise more regularly 
and more productively in a 
supervised facility 
than at home. Following 
the unique restrictions of the 
past few months, a lot of us 
are looking forward to rein- 
stating our old exercise pro- 
gram or beginning a new ex- 
ercise program. Although I

strength training. with free- 
weights in my basement, I 
have not been able to per- 
form appropriate resistance 
exercise for my legs, lower 
back, and midsection mus- 
cles since mid-March. 

Due to the continued 
threat of COVID 19, it is 
important to resume (or be- 
gin) training in a fitness fa- 
cility that provides the safest 
possible exercise environ- 
ment.

facility. An obvious (but 
often overlooked) aspect 
of distancing is the number 
of participants allowed in 
the exercise facility at any 
given time. Lower volume 
fitness centers (like ours) 
can adopt time-scheduling 
procedures, but this can be 
a more challenging issue for 
higher volume facilities. A 
major concern for fitness 
centers with an educational 
emphasis is separating in- 
structors from participants 
during training sessions. 
Of course, this brings up 
the matter of wearing face 
masks during high-effert 


exercise, Undoubtedly, fit- 


ness staff should wear face 
masks. ~ ~Likewise, under 
current conditions, exercis- 
ers.should wear face masks 
inside fitness facilities, even 


if it requires a lower train- 
ing intensity. People who 
cannot perform high-effort 
exercise while wearing face 
masks should do their more 
challenging workouts (fast 
running, hard cycling, etc.) 
at home/outside, as force- 
ful air expulsion without an 
adequate barrier is too risky 
at the present time. Again, 
distancing is a key factor 
in disease prevention, es- 
pecially in fitness facilities 
with exercising individuals 
who (by necessity) have 
more pronounced breathing 
patterns. 

My second emphasis for 
reducing the risk of conta- 
gious diseases is frequent 
and effective disinfecting 
procedures. This begins 
with ample air purification 
systems throughout the ex- 
ercise facility. I am a strong 
advocate of washing one’s 


‘hands and face regularly, in- 


cluding before entering the 
exercise facility, every 25 
minutes during the exercise 
session, and after leaving 
the exercise facility. Simi- 
larly, hand sanitizers should 
be used routinely through- 
out the workout. 

Fitness facilities should 
disinfect all of the equip- 
ment (especially the touch 
areas on resistance ma- 
chines, .gardio machines, 


free-weights, doors, clip-" 


boards, etc.) at predeter- 
mined intervals before and 
throughout the hours of op- 
eration. The disinfecting 
agent(s) should be on the

vention. Because it is hard 
to disinfect paper products 
and pencils, workout cards 
and writing utensils should 
be kept personally by each 
participant rather than stored 
in filing boxes that must be 
touched be other members. 
Of course, another solution 
to this problem is recording 
your training sessions elec- 
tronically. Magazines (typi- 
cally read when using exer- 
cise cycles) that are touched 
by many people should be 
replaced with paper cop- 
ies of relevant articles (e.g., 
exercise, nutrition, fitness, 
health), that may be taken 
home or discarded after 
reading. Checking each 
person’s body _ tempera- 


ture-upon facility entry is a, 


good procedure. However, 
the relatively large number 
of false positive readings 
may render this procedure 
less useful than always 
asking about any cold/flu 


symptoms. Anyone who 
acknowledges or displays 
cold/flu. symptoms should 
not be allowed to train until 
these warning signs are no 
longer present. 

While there are certainly 
other safety precautions 
besides distancing and dis- 
infecting, I consider these 
to be key factors for fitness 
center participation. Ad- 
ditionally, if you have any 
medical conditions or im- 
mune system deficiencies, 
be sure to follow your per- 
sonal physician’s advice on 
exercising in a fitness facil- 
ity. :

July 15 Deadline For Filing Taxes 


The MasSachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR) re- 
minds Massachusetts taxpayers that the deadline to file both 


~ federal and state income tax returns is Wednesday, July 15. 


Due to the impact of COVID-19, the tax filing deadlines 
were extended 90 days from the original April 15 deadline. 

Taxpayers should keep in mind that a range of free elec- 
tronic options are available for eligible taxpayers, including 
free fillable forms. 

“The Department encourages all Massachusetts, taxpay- 
ers to utilize the DOR website and review options for filing 
their state income taxes,” said DOR Commissioner Geof- 
frey E. Snyder. “To date, more than 90 percent of Massachu- 
setts taxpayers who have filed their 2019 income taxes have 
done so electronically. Given social distancing requirements 
and remote working conditions, electronic filing remains a 
safe and secure option for refund processing.” 

Information on electronic filing options available to 
Massachusetts taxpayers can be found on DOR’s website. 
Please note that DOR does not endorse or recommend any 
tax particular preparation software. 

Assistance for Massachusetts Taxpayers 

Volunteers certified by the Internal Revenue Service pro- 
vide free tax help for lower-income taxpayers, as well as 


senior citizens, with both federal and state tax returns. The 
Volunteer Income Tax Assistance (VITA) program is for 
taxpayers with an annual income of $56,000 or less, those 
with disabilities, as well as taxpayers with limited or no 
English language proficiency. The Tax Counseling for the 
Elderly (TCE) program provides free tax help to taxpayers 
who are 60 and older. TCE sites are often operated in part- 
nership with AARP Tax-Aide. As a result of the COVID-19 
pandemic, only some in-person services are available. Tax- 
payers who qualify for tax-free preparation program should 
check directly with local VITA and TCE sites. 
Earned Income Tax Credit Increased This Year 

The Massachusetts Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC) 
has increased from 23% to 30%.of the federal credit. The 
credit is available to certain taxpayers who meet the require- 
ments of the federal EITC. In order to claim the Massachu- 
setts EITC, you must be a resident of the Commonwealth 
for at least part of the taxable year and file a tax return. Ad- 
ditional qualifying information is available here. 

Massachusetts taxpayers can find more information, in- 
cluding forms, instructions, and helpful tips on DOR’s web- 
site.

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BBB Warning: Mask Exemption Cards Are Fake

The United States De- 

partment of Justice (DOJ) is 
issuing a warning regarding 
those who may see a card or 
flyer stating that the owner 
is exempt from wearing face 
masks. The information was 
not issued or endorsed by 
the DOJ. 

A card circulating online 
by group calling themselves 
the. Freedom to Breathe 
Agency, claiming the holder 
is lawfully exempt from 
wearing a mask endorsed by 
the American with Disabil- 
ites Act, is simply not valid. 
Health experts and the DOJ 
are also urging the public 
not to believe the claim that 
wearing a mask will incur 
mental or physical risk, as 


described by the exemption 
card being distributed on- 
line. 

The information on the 
card also claims that the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act forbids asking about the 
cardholder’s health condi- 
tion aggravated by wearing 


a mask. The card threatens 
that if questions are asked, 
financial penalites of up to 
$75,000 or higher can be 
levied. 

An official alert- from 
the Department of Justice 
and the American With Dis- 
abilities Act states that they 


are not the distributors nor’ 
endorse the information on 
these cards that are being 
distributed by the group. 
The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention rec- 
ommends the wearing of a 
face mask when going out in 
public as a way to slow the - 
spread of COVID-19, along 
with social distancing and 
hand washing. The CDC has 
several tips regarding ways 
to stay healthy. | 
For information on rules 
regarding face masks in 
your area, check with your 
local government website. 
Be wary of claims circulat- 
ing on social media. Talk to 
your personal health pro- 
fessional about protecting 
yourself against disease. 


Inmate Succumbs To Complications From COVID-19 


Norfolk County Sheriff 
Jerry P. McDermott con- 
firmed July 2nd that inmate 
Ricardo Francis has suc- 
cumbed to complications 
from COVID-19. 

Francis was being held 
at the Norfolk County Cor- 
rectional Facility since Jan. 
11, 2019 after Sharon Police 
arrested him for a home in- 
vasion. 

On June 5, Francis re- 
ported that he was feeling 


ill during medical checks, 
and after a medical assess- 
ment, he was sent via ambu- 
lance to BI-Glover Hospital. 
Upon further assessment, 
he was sent to BI-Boston 
where he remained in the 
Intensive Care Unit (ICU). 
Sheriff Jerry McDermott 
expressed his condolences 
to the family of Ricardo 
Francis on behalf of the en- 
tire Norfolk County Sher- 


iff’s Office. “Today, we all 
mourn the loss of life,” Mc- 
Dermott said. 

COVID-19 has spread 
to over 110,000 people and 
claimed the lives of over 
8,000 people in Massachu- 
setts. The staff at the Nor- 
folk County Sheriff’s Office 
has gone to great lengths to 
sanitize and disinfect the 
Jail and House of Correc- 
tion. At present, there are no 
positive casés at the Norfolk 


County Sheriff’s Office. 
The Sheriff’s Office 
has restricted nonessential 
workers and vendors to the 
jail, equipped’ inmates and 
staffs with masks, and in- 
stituted temperature checks 
when entering the facility. 
The jail also put in place a 
quarantine procedure for 
new inmates, separating 


- them from the general popu- 


lation for at least 14 days.

Dear Principal Shaw and NQ Faculty: 


We NQHS students and alumni write to . 


you today in the wake of the heartbreaking 
injustices that have recently been the cen- 
ter of widespread outrage and action across 
the United States. The murders of George 
Floyd, Ahmaud Arbery, Breonna Taylor, 
Elijah McClain, and too many more have 
incited nationwide protests, drawing atten- 
tion to generations of police brutality and 
institutional racism faced by the Black com- 
munity. Unfortunately, North Quincy High 
School is not immune to the enduring his- 
tory of racial discrimination in America, and 
we demand that the administration act to ad- 
dress past allegations of discrimination, as 
well as take steps to create a more inclusive 
learning space for the future. 

Many students have spoken out on so- 
cial media about how North Quincy High 
School has failed its own students of color, 
reporting various incidents of racial dis- 
crimination as well as the use of insensitive 
and hostile language. They allege that both 
the student body and faculty members have 
taken part in these racialized experiences, 
which were left largely unaddressed and 
suggest a troubling complicity at an admin- 
istrative’ level. These accounts include the 
use of racial slurs by non-Black students, 
Asian students being told to speak English 
by staff members while conversing private- 
ly with peers, and bigoted remarks and ig- 
norant assumptions made by staff about stu- 
dents who are POC, persons of color, among 
many other racially-charged exchanges. The 
full list of anonymous submissions can be 
found on the Instagram account @POCat- 
NorthQuincy. 

These shameful incidents allow us to re- 
flect critically on how we can educate our- 
selves and enact change. The fact that such 
_a large number of students have recalled 
similar experiences and can recognize them 
as unjust is a testament to the student body’s 
willingness to hold each other accountable 
if given the right resources. 

"We acknowledge and appreciate that 
‘ Quincy Public Schools has been listening to 
its students and are taking our lived experi- 
.ences seriously. At the same time, we know 
that we as a community can all do more to 
make NQHS a safer and more welcoming 
space for all. We demand that you imple- 
ment the following proposals that will (1) 
provide community members with resourc- 
es and opportunities to learn and discuss 
racial bias and (2) keep our community ac- 
countable: 

* Implement a protocol for racial vio- 
lence and hate speech that is separate 
from “bullying” and denounce the use of 
the n-word by Non-Black individuals 

0 Hate-speech and racial violence reveals 
internal prejudices and biases that may be 


absent from general online “trolling” or bul- . 


lying. This is a targeted form of harassment 
that must be identified and disciplined ac- 
cordingly. 

o Furthermore, we demand that NQHS 
release a public statement defining the use 
of the n-word by Non-Black individuals as 
derogatory. The use of a word that has his- 
torically been associated with the enslave- 
ment of and discrimination against Black 
people by Non-Black individuals should be 
defined as derogatory especially consider- 
ing that many Americans today continue 
to use the word to intentionally patronize 
Black individuals. 

¢ Create a transparent system for fac- 
ulty and students to report incidents of 
hate-speech or prejudice 

o We urge NQHS to monitor a log to 
record incidents of hate-speech, and this 
log should be made, ayailabJe, to students, 
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families, and faculty members. Transpar- 
ency will allow community members to rec- 
ognize both their faults and their successes 
in regards to making NQHS a safe and in- 
clusive space. An equity officer or trained 
faculty member should be responsible for 
monitoring the log. 

* Include diversity training for all fac- 
ulty 

o We are glad to hear Interim Superinten- 
dent Kevin Mulvey’s decision to retain the 
services of VISIONS to lead equity training 
for QPS Team administrators, Principals, 
and Assistant Principals. We urge NQHS 
to advocate to extend these trainings to all 
staff. 

o We specifically ask that NQHS faculty 
participate in cultural competency training 
which will expand on cultural and commu- 
nication differences between staff and stu- 
dents. 

o Additionally, we suggest that NQHS 
utilize ethnic studies departments (Asian 
American Studies, Sociology, etc) at local 
colleges and universities to form workshops 
for faculty & students to promote cross-cul- 
tural discussions and understanding about 
mental health and social issues pertaining 
to the communities of our students of color. 

¢ End and denounce racial profiling by 
faculty and utilize restorative justice to 
repair the community 

o Students have shared instances where 
their fellow Black and Brown peers were 
labeled as “troublemakers” and people who 
would only “bring them down.” There are 
also accounts of Black and Brown students 
being over-policed by administration and 
faculty. members. This unjust practice of 
racial profiling must be denounced and pre- 
vented. 

o Additionally, we demand that NQHS 
implement restorative justice to not only 
provide fair and equitable punishment, but 
to have the parties understand each other’s 
perspectives. An offender must take ac- 
countability for their actions in order for 
lasting change to occur in our community. 

¢ Host a monthly informal roundtable 
discussion open to students and faculty 
to discuss experiences related to race and 
ethnicity 

0 This space may be used for students to 
discuss racialized experiences that they or 
their peers have encountered. . 

o We recognize that discussions about 
race and ethnicity can be personal and un- 
comfortable, but we believe welcoming 
spaces where both students and staff are able 
to be vulnerable will lead to compassionate 
and productive discourse. This space will 
also help faculty and non-POC allies better 
understand the struggles and concerns that 
students of color have. 

¢ Change the thematic incoming fresh- 
men summer reading book from The AI- 
chemist to a book that highlights systemic 
racism and is written by a POC author 

o We recognize that much of the Eng- 
lish department’s curriculum is designed to 
fulfill standardized testing ‘requirements, so 
we believe a demand to change the fresh- 
men year reading book is an achievable ac- 
tion that can be made in the upcoming year. 
We also believe that freshman year reading 
sets the tone for a student’s 4 years in high 
school. It is therefore important that we pro- 
mote anti-racist behavior upon entry into 
NQHS. 

0 We would also like to emphasize the 
importance of books written from the POC 
perspective. Solely using books depicting 
white savior narratives (e.g. To Kill a Mock- 
ingbird, The Secret Life of Bees) to educate 
on the POC experience perpetrates a harm- 
ful stereotype that POC need “saving.” 

o Some of our suggestions include the 
books that NQ guidance had recently sug-

o While changing one assigned freshmen 
year-reading book is an achievable step to- 
wards inclusion now, we also urge NQHS 
to reevaluate their current curriculum in all 
departments and discuss opportunities to in- 
clude contemporary POC voices and POC 
history. : 

¢ Increase hiring efforts for women 
and people of color so that our staff bet- 
ter represents the student body 

o People from marginalized communi- 
ties often face similar experiences. Having 
staff who can empathize with students and 
affirm their cultural identity will promote a 
healthier learning environment and experi- 
ence for students. 

oO It is important that NQHS recognizes 
the linguistic diversity in the school and 
works to provide and promote interpret- 
ers for those who feel more comfortable 
discussing certain issues in their preferred 
language. 

¢ Invite guest speakers to discuss the 
experiences of people of color 

o We acknowledge that the academic 
schedule is structured in such a way as to 
make school-wide and grade-wide assem- 
blies challenging. However, we believe that 
giving students the opportunity to hear from 
speakers of color about their experiences 
with racism would create valuable oppor- 


tunities for discussion (especially given the 


lack of teachers of color at NQHS). 

o Given the efficacy of the presentations 
on drug and alcohol abuse that students at- 
tend during their time at North, we believe 
that presentations that address the social 
issues affecting our community would be 
equally valuable. 

* Remove Native American Imagery 
from Yakoo 

o We cannot address racial injustice 
in our school system while ignoring the 
fact that NQ’s mascot is a source of pain 
and frustration for many because of its ap- 
propriation of Native American culture. A 
number of Native American community 
members have expressed that Yakoo and the 
imagery of “Red” Raiders makes a mockery 
of their traditions and beliefs, yet their per- 
sonal accounts have been ignored (see “The 
Infamous Yakoo of North Quincy High” by 
Kuan Lee in The NQ Mirror). 

o We understand that changing NQ’s 
mascot has been a long-standing discus- 
sion that involves Dr. Yacubian’s legacy at 
North and his generous contributions to our 
community, but we urge administration to 
reflect on the harmful tropes perpetrated by 
Yakoo’s use of Indigenous imagery and the 
need to remove these appropriations. 

* Acknowledge and emphasize the 
ethnic background of the student body, 
and create opportunities for students to 
discuss their ethnic backgrounds in the 
classroom 

o Classrooms are crucial learning spac- 
es to drive meaningful exchanges between 
students and faculty members. The. lived 
experiences of POC students cannot be ig- 
nored or treated all the same—this “color- 
blind” ideology does not resolve racial ten- 
sions—instead, lived experiences should be 
acknowledged and respectfully discussed. 
Without these opportunities, people often 
rely on their assumptions and biases, result- 
ing in ignorant and bigoted behavior. 

o For example, we must recognize that 
the terms “race” and “ethnicity” are not 
interchangeable, and consider that while a 


group of students may fit under labels such 
as “Black” or “Asian,” their experiences 
will still be different from other students 
who fall under those broad labels. We re- 
ceived reports that several Asian students 
were assumed to speak Mandarin, regard- 
less of whether or not they were actually 
Chinese. This is a harmful generalization, 
and should be addressed as such. 

o It was also disheartening to hear stu- 
dents’ reports of faculty members-demand- 
ing them to “speak English, because you’re 
in America.” We demand that teachers wel- - 
come linguistic and cultural diversity by 
encouraging English for curricular discus- 
sions but allowing social conversations in 
students’ native languages. 

Thank you for supporting your students, 
and for your commitment to make Quincy 
Public Schools an inclusive space for all.

careful and — in the case of 
the very elderly — family 
members may need to step 
in to make sure they are tak- 
ing the right precautions, 
says Chris Orestis, the pres- 
ident of LifeCare Xchange 
and a national senior care 
advocate.

Kawasaki disease is a 
rare illness in children that 
is characterized by high fe- 
ver of at least 5 days’ dura- 
tion at the same time while 
experiencing at least four of 
the following five signs and 
symptoms that occur in the 
acute phase: 

¢ Inflammation with 
reddening of the whites 
(conjunctivae) of the eyes 
(conjunctivitis or pinkeye) 
without pus 

¢ Redness or swelling 
of the feet and/or hands, or 
generalized skin peeling 

¢ Rash on body and/or 
genital area 

e Lymph nodes swelling 
in the neck ~ 

¢ Cracking, inflamed lips 
or throat, or red “strawber- 
ry” tongue 

Phase 2 signs and symp- 
toms can occur during the 
disease and may include: 

¢ Skin peeling (from red 
palms and finger tips and 
reddish swollen feet) 

* Diarrhea | 

* Vomiting 

¢ Abdominal pain 


¢ Joint pain 

In phase :3, signs and 
symptoms slowly decrease 
if there are no complica- 
tions. Still, the person may 
have irritability, tiredness, 
and low energy for 1-2 
months. 

Less common symptoms 
that can occur include in- 
flammation: 

¢ of the lining of the heart 
(pericarditis) 

¢ of the joints (arthritis) 

¢ of the covering of the 
brain and spinal cord (men- 
ingitis) 

The majority of patients 
(approximately 77%) are 
under 5 years of age with a 
peak incidence at 18 months 
of age. It is the most com- 
mon acquired heart disease 
in children. Complications 
may include long-term ef- 
fects of heart problems and 
coronary artery abnormali- 
ties such as vasculitis. The 
prognosis for an individual 
affected is primarily decided 
by the gravity of any heart 
complications. 

Mucocutaneous lymph 
node syndrome is the origi- 
nal name for Kawasaki dis- 


ease due to the fact that the 


disease is distinguished by 
the typical changes in the 
mucous membranes _ that 
line the lips and mouth and 
by the enlarged and tender 
lymph nodes. Kawasaki dis- 
ease is also referred to as in- 
fantile polyarteritis. 

The causative factor for 
Kawasaki’s disease is un- 
known. Microorganisms 
and toxins such as that of 
scarlet fever have been 
speculated, but to date none 
has been acknowledged as 
a cause. It is common for 
Kawasaki disease to occur 
after a prior infection, such 
as tonsillitis, ear infection, 
pneumonia, urine infection, 
or gastrointestinal infection. 
Genetic factors and the im- 
mune system appear to play 
roles in the disease; which 
is characterized by immune 
activation. Kawasaki dis- 
ease is also more common 


in those of Japanese or Ko- 


rean descent. Though this 
illness is not believed to be 
contagious, symptoms and 
signs often start after the 
patient has had an acute in- 
fection with a preceding ill- 
ness that may be something 
contagious. 


Kawasaki disease is treat- 
ed with high doses of aspirin 
to reduce inflammation and 
to mildly thin the blood to 
prevent blood clot forma- 
tion. This is one of the few 
times when it is appropriate 
for children to take aspirin. 
Also used in treatment is in- 
travenous immunoglobulin 
or IVIG, together with flu- 
ids. Occasionally cortisone 
medications are utilized, 
while persistent joint pains 
can be treated with anti- 
inflammatory drugs, such 
as ibuprofen or naproxen. 
Plasma exchange (plasma- 
pheresis) has been noted to 
be effective in patients who 
were not responding to as- 
pirin and gamma globulin. 
Kawasaki disease that does 
not responding to the tradi- 
tional treatment, aspirin and 
gamma globulin infusions, 
can be deadly. Treatments 
being investigated to assist 
include doxycycline and 
statin drugs. 

The positive news is that 
Kawasaki disease is typi- 
cally self-limited and gener- 
ally resolves on its own af- 
ter four to eight weeks, and 
with early treatment, full

Recently, another disease 
observed to have almost 
identical signs and symp- 
toms to Kawasaki disease 
has been associated with the 
COVID-19 (coronavirus) 
pandemic. This novel dis- 
ease seems more potent than 
Kawasaki disease. The CDC 
has termed the disease mul- 
tisystem inflammatory syn- 
drome in children or MIS-C. 
It refers to: 

¢ An individual under 
21 years of age with fever, 
laboratory evidence of in- 
flammation, and evidence 
of clinically severe illness 
requiring ~— hospitalization 
with multisystem (>2) organ 
involvement (cardiac, renal, 
respiratory, -hematologic, 
gastrointestinal, dermato- 
logic or neurological); and 

¢ No alternative reason- 
able diagnoses; and 

* Positive for current or 
recent SARS-CoV-2 infec- 
tion by PCR, serology, or 
antigen test; or COVID-19 
exposure within the 4 weeks 
prior to the onset of symp- 
toms.

The CDC noted the fever 
should be at least 100.4 F 
(38 C) for at least 24 hours 
or a subjective fever lasting 
24 hours. 

The main distinction 
between MIS-C and Kawa- 
saki disease is that MIS-C 
is more rapid and is char- 
acterized by a dangerous 
advancement of symptoms, 
especially fever and multi- 
system organ problems such 
as cardiac and respiratory is- 
sues along with a current or 
recent infection with SARS- 
CoV-2. Occasionally, some 
children suffer a rapid heart- 
beat and may develop cardi- 
ac and/or respiratory arrest.

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On Tuesday, June 30th, the Quincy Police Drug Control 
Unit (DCU) detectives were conducting surveillance in the 
West Quincy section of the city. More specifically, the DCU 
was conducting surveillance on Copeland Street and the 
area Surrounding Brewers Corner. 

‘DCU detectives have conducted numerous drug related 
investigations within this area that have led to arrests for the 
both the possession and distribution of drugs and the seizure 
of drugs. Additionally, the DCU has received recent citizen 
complaints of alleged drug activity within this area. 

At approximately 7:20 p.m., detectives observed a male 
walking on Copeland Street from the area of the Wash and 
Dry located at 89 Copeland St. The male party had a large 
backpack strapped over his shoulders as he walked towards 
the 7-11 convenience store. This individual is known to 
DCU detectives from prior drug investigations. 

On Feb. 24, 2019, a drug-related search warrant was 
executed and this male was the subject of that investiga- 
tion. As a result of that investigation (2019), he was arrested 
for trafficking cocaine, distribution Class B (methamphet- 
amine), possession with intent to distribute (PWID) Class 
A (Fentanyl), PWID Class B (methamphetamine), PWID 
Class C (Clonazepam), PWID Class C (psilocybin aka hal- 
lucinogenic mushrooms) and conspiracy to violate the con- 
trolled substance laws. 

DCU detectives continued to observe the male as he 
entered the 7-11 parking lot on Copeland Street and paced 
back and forth within the lot. He never entered the conve- 
nience store. The male then entered the Wash & Dry Laun- 
dromat a few doors down. 

Simultaneously, detectives observed a female exit a Ford 
Explorer that pulled into the 7-11 parking lot. She did not 
enter the store at this time, but ran towards the Wash & Dry. 
The female entered the laundromat and detectives observed 
the known male sitting down. It appeared he was rummag- 
ing through his back pack as he was sitting down, hunched 
over at the shoulders with his head down.

It was at this time that 
all DCU detectives collectively believed a drug transaction 
took place between the male and female. 

Detectives encountered the female at the 7-11 and an- 
nounced “Quincy Police.” They explained it would be in 
her best interest to tell the truth and hand over what she 
had just purchased. She reached into her pocketbook and 
retrieved a small plastic zip lock bag containing a clear crys- 
tal substance. She handed the substance to detectives, who 
believed the substance to be Methamphetamine based on its 
appearance and packaging. 

Detectives provided the female with her Miranda rights 
to which she stated she understood. Detectives asked her 
what the substance was and she replied, “Meth.” She told 
Detectives the “Meth” weighed .4 grams and she paid $40 
for the drugs with two $20 bills. She admitted to purchasing 
the “Meth” from the individual inside the Wash & Dry. De- 
tectives asked her where he kept the drugs and she stated “in 
a safe.” She was found to have a warrant for her arrest for a 
domestic A&B out of Quincy District. She was placed un- 
der arrest for the warrant and was advised she may receive 
a summons for Possession Class B (Methamphetamine).

She was transported to QPD Headquarters where she was

Upon receiving the information, detectives entered the 
Wash and Dry and encountered the male as he remained 
seated on the window sill, with a backpack and unlocked 
lock box directly next to him. They placed the male under 
arrest without incident. Detectives opened the unlocked box 
and immediately noticed it was full of various types of drugs 
to include alleged Fentanyl, Methamphetamines, Cocaine, 
LSD and Buprenorphine (Suboxone). Detectives searched 
the male and located a large sum of money in the pocket of 
his jacket. He was transported to QPD Headquarters where 
he was booked in the usual manner by Sgt. B. Trieu. 

Once back at QPD Headquarters, DCU Detectives field 
tested the alleged “Meth” seized from the female and it 
showed a presumptive presence of methamphetamine. The 
drugs seized from the unlocked lock box were also field 
tested. The analysis confirmed the presumptive presence 
of Cocaine, Fentanyl, Methamphetamine tablets, Suboxone 
strips, and 10-15 hits of LSD (acid). He was also in posses- 
sion of items indicative of drugs packaging and sales (Zip- 
loc bag, scale, etc). 

The 29-year-old male from Weymouth was charged with 
trafficking Class A (Fentanyl) (approx. 38 grams), traffick- 
ing Class B (Cocaine) (approx. 21 grams), trafficking Class 
B (Methamphetamine) (approx. 21 grams), distribution 
Class B (Methamphetamine), possession with intent to dis- 
tribute Class B (LSD), and conspiracy to violate the con- 
trolled substance laws. A total of $3,429 U.S. currency and 
a Samsung smart phone were seized as detectives believe 
the money is proceeds from drug sales and the smart phone 
was used to facilitate such sales.

Citing progress Massa- 
chusetts has made in its ef- 
fort to contain COVID-19, 
Gov. Charlie Baker gave the 
greenlight to begin phase 
three of his re-opening plan 
- which includes museums, 
movie theaters, gyms and 
casinos — this week and 
also authorized professional 
sports teams to play home 
games without fans present. 
Speaking at a State 
House press conference on 


. July 2, Baker said the latest 


public health data supports 
moving into the third phase 
of his four-phased plan to 
re-open Massachusetts busi- 
nesses starting on Monday. 
He urged residents to con- 
tinue taking steps — includ- 
ing wearing face coverings, 
frequent handwashing and 
social distancing — to stop 
the spread of the virus. 

“As we open up and as 
more people get back to 
more activities and places, 
it’s critical that we continue 
to be smart about how we do 
this,” Baker said. “The last 
thing we want to do is move 
backwards as we have seen 


other states have to do,” 

Baker said phase three, 
like phase. two, would be 
split into two parts The gov- 
ernor also said phase three 
would last “significantly 
longer” than previous phas- 
es. 

Museums, historic sites 
and other cultural facilities 
were allowed to re-open on 
Monday, with new guidance 
in place to protect patrons. 
Guided tours can also begin 
again with limited capacity. 

“Our state is lucky to 
have such a rich history of 
wealth of science, cultural 
and artistic institutions and 
we hope you will enjoy 
these activities...and be 
able to do so safely in the 
months ahead,” Lt. Gov. 
Karyn Polito said. 

“I know that the op- 
erators of these institutions 
have worked really hard to 
think creatively, but very 
mindful of your safety, and 
invite you back to these 
institutions knowing they 
want to keep you safe and 
give you a positive experi- 
ence once again.” 

Museums and fitness 


centers could also re-open 
on Monday, They will be 
limited to 40 percent capac- 
ity and must adhere to new 
safety standards. 

“We hope that these new 
protocols will allow resi- 
dents to return to exercise 
and fitness and get back into 
those routines that they were 
accustomed to,” Polito said. 

Casinos were likewise 
allowed to re-open on Mon- 
day. Polito: said, however, 
that it might be another 
week before they do open 
their doors to customers 
again as the casino opera- 
tors familiarize their staff 
with new rules that must be 
followed. 

Movie theaters and out- 
door performance venues 
can re-open this week, state 
officials said. Indoor per- 
formance venues will be al- 
lowed to re-open in the sec- 
ond part of phase three. 

New rules for gather- 
ings also came into effect on 
Monday, except in the city 
of Boston, where the chang- 
es will become effective on 
July 13. Indoor gatherings 
are now limited to eight 


people per 1,000 square feet, 
with a maximum limit of 25 
people. Outdoor gatherings 
are limited to 25 percent of 
permitted occupancy with a 
maximum of 100 people. 

Baker said the rules for 
gatherings do not apply to 
things like a family barbe- 
cue or a walk in the park. 

Massachusetts is begin- 
ning the third phase of its 
re-opening plan even as 
other states have had to 
pause theirs. Bars in Florida 
and Texas were ordered to 
close again last week, for 
example, as those states saw 
a surge in COVID-19 cases. 

Baker said he was con- 
fident Massachusetts could 
avoid a similar fate because 
residents and businesses 
have been following safety 
protocols. 

“The people of Massa- 
chusetts have demonstrated 
time and time again, as have 
many of the employers and 
proprietors of these organi- 
zations, that. they are will- 
ing to comply fully with the 
guidance and the protocols 
that are associated with 
maintaining a safe operation

across these institutions, and 
they have been doing it now 
for a couple of months,” he 
said. 

Additionally, Baker said 
many of the new cases seen 
elsewhere in the country 
have been linked to bars 
and nightclubs, which will 
not be allowed to open un- 
til phase four in Massachu- 
setts. The governor on July 
2 re-iterated that phase four 
would not begin in the state 
until a vaccine or therapeu- 
tic treatment for COVID-19 
is available. 

Baker also signed a new 
order allowing: the state’s 
professional sports teams to 
play games without specta- 
tors in attendance. Speaking 
at Fenway Park later in the 
day, the governor said he 
looked forward to the return 
of live sports. 

“T don’t have to tell any- 
one here, or anyone watch- 
ing at home, what sports 
generally and what base- 
ball in particular means to 
this city and this state. The 
Red Sox have always been 
part of our community. The 
sport, the ballpark, the team 


are part of what makes Bos- 
ton and Massachusetts spe- 
cial,” Baker said. 

“The Red Sox know bet- 
ter than anybody what it 
means to be resilient and 
any. Red Sox fan knows 
what it means to be patient.” 

Red Sox President Sam 
Kennedy was optimistic the 
return of live sports would 
provide respite for fans and 
thanked Baker, Polito and 
Boston Mayor Marty Walsh 
for their leadership during 
the last four months. 

“More than _ entertain- 
ment, we hope that our 
games will provide a small 
escape at a time when it is 
needed. We hope that we 
can help establish a sense of 
normalcy for our fans and 
for our entire community,” 
Kennedy said. 

“On behalf of all of my 
colleagues here at Fenway 
and on behalf of all my col- 
leagues in the sports indus- 
try across Boston and New 
England, we say a huge 
thank you to Gov. Baker, Lt. 
Gov. Polito and to Mayor 
Walsh. Thank you for your 
guidance and your contin-

The first $100,000 
in assessed value for each 
residential property is ex- 
empt from the surcharge, 
as are residential properties 
owned by some seniors and 
those who qualify for low- 
income housing. The state 
also matches a portion of 
CPA funds in each commu- 
nity that has adopted the act. 

Money -from the CPA 
fund can be used for historic 
preservation, affordable 
housing, open space and 
recreation. No open space 
or recreation projects were 
approved by the Communi- 
ty Preservation Committee 
this spring.

Water plants thoroughly 
and less frequently when- 
ever you irrigate the garden. 
This encourages deep roots, 
making your plants more 
drought tolerant and pest 
resistant. Water early in 
the day to reduce water lost 
to evaporation. And con- 
sider using drip irrigation 
or soaker hoses to deliver 
water right to the plant roots 
where it is needed.

The Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals gave its approval to a 
developer’s proposal to con- 
struct a 20-unit condomini- 
um building on Washington 
Street in Quincy Point — a 
project two city councillors 
said would be too big for the 
_ neighborhood. 

The ZBA approved Euro 
Investment Group’s _ pro- 
posal during its meeting on 
June 30, which was held re- 
motely via Zoom. The Plan- 
ning Board had signed off 
on the project in February. 

Euro Investment Group, 


led by the Wojcik broth- 


ers, plans to construct the 
20-unit building at 386-388 
Washington St. The site is 
currently home to a single- 
story commercial building 
and a multi-family home. 
The project will also include 
a surface parking lot built in 
the rear of the adjacent two- 
family home at 17 Edison 


St. — that building will be 
renovated and kept as a two- 
family home. 

The two parcels include 
23,573 square feet of land. 
The Washington Street par- 
cel is zoned business B and 
the Edison Street one is 
zoned residence B. 

The Wojciks’ proposal 
includes a 20-space parking 
garage located at the lower 
level of the new residential 
building. The 20 residen- 
tial units would be split be- 
tween four floors on top of 
the garage. The surface lot 
will include‘an additional 24 
spaces, for a total of 44. A 
portion of the parking area 
will use Grasscrete pavers, 
which allow grass to grow 
through them. 

Edward Fleming, the 
attorney representing the 
Wojciks, said his clients 
had adjusted the project to 
address concerns residents 
raised during Planning 


Board hearings-held in De- 
cember and in February. 

“We feel like we made 
significant changes to the 
proposal,” he said on June 
30, 

The developers, he said, 
agreed to sell the units in- 
side the new building as 
condominiums rather than 
renting them as originally 
proposed. The Grasscrete 
pavers were added to the 
project to increase the 
amount of greenspace on 
the property. The developers 
will also install new lights in 
the area to. improve safety at 
the intersection of Washing- 
ton and Edison streets and 
will give the city $10,000 
for additional intersection 
improvements. 

Eight area _ residents 
spoke against the project 
during the Planning Board 
hearing in February and the 
board also received a peti- 
tion signed by more than 
80 residents who opposed 


the plan. Residents were 
not permitted to speak at the 
June 30 Zoning Board of 
Appeals meeting but were 
given the chance to do so at 
a prior ZBA meeting. 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall said neighbors, re- 
mained opposed to. the 
building. The proposal, he 
said, was too large for the 
lot. 

“It is a 
proposition for that parcel,” 
Croall said. 

Ward | Councillor Da- 
vid McCarthy, in whose 
district the project site is 
located, said he appreciated 
the change from apartments 
to condominiums, but the 
proposal was still too large. 
He said neighbors would 
be open to a building with 
fewer units and suggested 
the number of condos be re- 
duced to 16. 

“Sixteen would be more 
manageable and less traf- 
fic. I’m all for that. I hope 
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ZBA OKs Washington Street 20-Unit Condominium 


the board takes it into con- 
sideration,” he said. “I hope 
we can go to 16 and make it 
good for everyone.” 

The ZBA approved the 
project in a unanimous vote. 

Vice Chairman Michael 
Covais said he was reluctant 
to ask the developer to re- 
duce the number of units on 
site, given that the Planning 
Board had already reviewed 
the proposal. 

“This has been vetted an 
awful long time,” he said. “I 
don’t like when the Planning 
Board approves something, 
and we make it smaller.”

Louis Lot Sale Back 
Before Zoning Board 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The owners of a Houghs 
Neck restaurant are once 
again seeking permission 
from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals to sell their park- 
ing lot. 


John and Brooke Galli- 


gan, the owners of Louis at 
1269 Sea St., are seeking to 
rescind a previous finding 
by the board that required 
the restaurant and the park- 
ing lots at 1260 and 1266 
Sea St. have a common 
owner. The ZBA heard the 
request during its June 30 
meeting, which was held 
via Zoom, but did not take 
a vote on the proposal. The 
item. will be back on the 
board’s agenda July 14. 
‘The board in Septem- 
ber 2018 voted in favor of 
terminating the common 
ownership provision, but 
abutters appealed the deci- 
sion in court. The two sides 
agreed to a settlement be- 
fore a judge could rule on 
the matter; the settlement 
included the Galligans ask- 
ing the ZBA to rescind the 
2018 vote that would have 
allowed the sale of the park- 
ing lot, which the board did. 
The owners of the restau- 
rant had first sought permis- 
sion to sell the parking lot in 
2014, but that request was 
put on hold and ultimately 
withdrawn as the city con- 
templated acquiring the lot 
as part ofthe planned pro 


ect to’ replace the nearby 
Houghs Neck Maritime 
Center. A new request was 
filed in 2016, which is what 
the board voted on two 
years later. 

Louis has _ remained 
closed since March 2018 be- 
cause of damage sustained 
during a nor’easter; the 
owners previously told the 
board the sale of the parking 
lot would help the restaurant 
re-open. 

John Galligan on June 
30 said he is eager to open 
again. 

“We want to see the 
doors of Louis re-open, we 
want to serve the commu- 
nity and we are eager to get 
to that point,” he said. 

Galligan said the restau- 
rant could re-open in the 
near future, but he did not 
have a timeline for doing so. 
He said the Board of License 
Commissioners would need 
to give its approval before 
Louis could open again. 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy — who opposed 
the 2018 request — said a 
proposed renovation of 


the nearby maritime cen- 
ter would provide adequate 
parking for Louis. The new 
parking lot, he said, could 
contain more than 57 spaces 
for cars and 12 to 15 trailer 
spaces,’ which cars could 
also utilize at certain times. 

“Tt really gives us a big 
bang on parking at the end 
of the Neck,” McCarthy 
said. 

In addition, the council- 
lor said plans to build two 
homes on the parking lot — 
a single-family home and 
a two-family home — were 
well-received by neighbors 
during a community meet- 
ing in March. In 2018, the 
then attorney for Louis’ 
owners said a pair of two- 
family homes could be built 
on the site. 

A dozen residents spoke 
in favor of the request dur- 
ing the June 30 meeting. 
One resident was opposed, 
and three others said they 
were undecided. During 
the 2018 public hearing, 8 
residents were in favor of 
the request and 12 were op-

‘HOLES’ By Louis Sachar 


Hi kids, it’s Gracie. I 
hope you’re enjoying your 
summer vacation so far. 
The Thomas Crane Library 
has opened for curbside ser- 
vice, so I thought I’d give 
you some suggestions for 
summer reading. 

Below is my first review, 
for. the book .HOLES by 
Louis Sachar. This book 
has been out for a few years, 
but I’m just getting around 
to reading it. This was an 
amazing book, one of the 
best I’ve read in a long time.

Stanley Yelnats and his 
family are under a curse, 
started by Stanley’s “no- 
good-dirty-rotten-pig  steal- 
ing great-great-grandfa- 
ther.”

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Fuel Tank Switches, Ignition Coils, Hitches, Dents 
Ask John Paul; AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I just purchased a 1995 Ford F150 XLT with a 5.0 
engine and dual fuel tanks. The tank selector switch was 
set for the rear tank and it started and ran fine. When 
I tried to start it with the switch set to the front tank 
it would not start even though the tank was full. I also 
tried starting it with the switch on the rear tank and af- 
ter it started, I was able to switch to the front tank and it 
would run fine. This worked until there was about a half 
tank of fuel left in the front tank. Now it will stall out if i 
try switching from rear to front. Any idea on what could 
be causing this? 

Generally, what happens with these trucks is the fuel- 
tank switching valve is faulty. As you switch from one tank 
to the other rather than fuel going to the engine the valve 
pumps fuel to the other tank. 
valve. 

I have a 2010 Hyundai Sonata with the four-cylinder 
engine. The car has 120,000 miles and in the last six 
months I have had to replace the number four ignition 
coil twice and now maybe again. Is there a reason why 
only the number four coil keeps misfiring after a few 
months? The same brand name coil is being used. Is it 
possible the aftermarket coil is of poor quality? What 
other possible issues could cause this? One last thing, 
should all the coils have been replaced at same time? 

As a general rule if you plan on keeping the car replacing 


The repair is to replace the 


all of the ignition coils is money well spent. Ignition coil fail 
due to a variety of reasons, such as badly worn sparkplugs, 
oil and water intrusion and excessive heat. It is certainly 
possible the company making the ignition coil had a bad 
run of parts. The parts store could have purchased several 

from the same supplier all manufactured at the same time. 
- At this point I would replace the sparkplugs and use a dif- 
ferent brand of ignition coil. 

I have a 2009 Nissan Rogue that my son uses while 
away at college. At night the headlights are not bright 
compared to other cars. I have purchased a Honda CRV 
and the brightness of the headlights are significantly 
better. Do you have any suggestions? Can the bulbs be 
changed to improve the brightness? 

Like any bulb over time they can lose their intensity as 
they near the end of their life. Several lighting manufactures 
make brighter bulbs: Sylvania, Hella and GE are a few. My 
experience with brighter bulbs are they are much better, but 
the overall life is considerably shorter. Additionally, some 
bulbs are not designed for on road use’ and should never 
be used on a street vehicle. Many drivers have upgraded 
to LED bulbs; I have yet to try these bulbs but the better- 
quality bulbs seem to have a long life and although brighter 
are well-focused to prevent blinding oncoming drivers. One 
final item make sure the headlight lens is clear. Over time 
the headlight lenses can become clouded and block as much 
as 80 percent of the light. 

~ I own a 2005 Toyota Camry with 270,000 miles. I 
change the oil/filter every 3000 miles. This is not my 
primary car; I use it for my side hustle to deliver food 
for two local take out restaurants. Recently the oil light 
came on and there was no oil in the car. I added oil but 
now I have had to add about a quart of oil every 3-4 
weeks. My mechanic said these Camrys are known for 
this problem and correcting it would be very expensive. 
What are my alternatives? 

Some of the engines in Toyota products -have been 
known to use some oil. That being said; at 15 years old and 
270,000 miles I’m not surprised the engine uses some oil. 
In my opinion the most economical thing to do at this point 
is nothing. If this were my car. | would check the oil on a 
regular basis and add oil as necessary and drive the car in a 
reasonable manner. 

I have a 2010 Honda Odyssey that was purchased 
brand new. On occasion while driving, the power to the 
entire car cuts out often for a split second. Once it hap- 
pened and the car stalled, and I lost power steering for 
a few seconds. I’ve had it checked and no one can find 
anything wrong. Any ideas on what is causing this? 

At I1 years-old there are several possibilities from a 
possible fuel pump failure, high electrical resistance, to an 
ignition issue. The biggest deterrent to getting the vehicle 
repaired is how intermittent the problem is. Without fault 
codes or additional diagnoStic testing time may be the best 
diagnostic tool. Once the problem becomes more easily re- 
peatable the diagnosis and repair should be more apparent. 
One final thought, if your vehicle uses a conventional key 
to start, having too many items on your key ring can cause 
wear to the ignition switch. As an interim measure keep 
the car key on its own ring. If the problem doesn’t return, I 

would suspect a faulty ignition switch. 


I have an issue with a newer Ford F-150 pick-up 
truck. I purchased the truck to tow an 8,500-pound 
trailer, which it is capable of doing when equipped with 
a Class-4 hitch, The problem is this truck and every oth- 
er F-150 I looked at has a Class 3 hitch installed even 
though the paperwork states it is a Class 4 hitch. The 
dealer ordered a new hitch and it is the same as the old 
Class-3 hitch. What can be done about this? 

I would start with reporting the situation to www.nhhtsa. 
gov. At this point, if it were my truck I would see if the deal- 
er is willing to install a proper aftermarket Class-4 hitch. 
It seems as if you can purchase a custom fit Class-4 hitch 
that can tow 10,000 pounds and up to 12,000 pounds with 
a weight distributing setup. Ford F-150 owners, have you 
run into this problem? If yes I would like to hear from you:

I recently went to Arizona to visit my 90-year-old 
aunt and although she doesn’t drive, she has a 2010 Toy- 
ota Camry with 21,000 miles on it. The car is used by her 
caretaker to run errands and take her to appointments. 
The car runs great, but should we be concerned about 
the 10-year-old tires? I have heard that tires only last 
6-8 years. 

Tires can start to be problematic as they age, but the real 
issue is how they have been used. With such low mileage 
and desert heat -I would.be concerned about dry-rot and 
cracking. If this were my car, I would replace the tires. 

I am in the process of ordering a new sports car and 
I have the option of the standard 18-inch wheels or an 
upgraded 20-inch wheels and higher performance tires. 
What are advantages/disadvantages of the 18-inch 
wheels versus the 20-inch wheels, if any? I will say the 
20-inch wheels do look really nice. 

It really depends how you are going to drive your new 
car. If this is going to be your everyday driver, I would be 
tempted to go with the 18 wheels and tires. The smaller 
wheel generally means a tire with a slightly taller sidewall; 
this translates into a bit softer ride and a tiré’that is less like- 
ly to be damaged by pavement breaks and potholes. The 
20-inch wheels with performance tires are more apt to be 
damaged by potholes and are in many cases summer tires 
and don’t perform well in colder temperatures. If you are 
okay with knowing that at some point you may need to re- 
place a wheel or even tires due to a pothole and limit your 
cold weather driving, then buy what looks best to you. 

I have a eight year-old Chrysler. It is a good car but 
like any eight-year old car is starting to develop some 
problems. First it was the battery died, then a computer 
sensor failed and now the starter is acting odd. With all 
the computers in cars as well as all the add-on acces- 
sories why isn’t there something that can tell me when 
something is going to go wrong, before it does? 

Wouldn’t that be nice with everything: cars, houses and 
people. General Motors uses On-Star to alert the driver if 
there is a pending problem and other manufacturers, where 
vehicles have their own internet address can perform similar 
functions. Even with this technology I still recommended 
having your trusted repair shop give your car a once-over at 
least yearly to access its overall health. I recently read about 
a plug-in device that is capable of predictive diagnostics. 
The device is designed to alert the owner or repair shop if an 
electrical component or system is getting ready to fail. The 
company is Carmen out of Singapore, and I will be testing 
it in the near future. 

In December 2019 I had to have the battery replaced 
in my 2016 Toyota Camry LE. I went to the dealer main- 
tenance shop with approximately 243 miles to empty. 
When I picked up my vehicle, miles to empty was 303 
miles. I brought this to the mechanic’s attention imme- 
diately, telling them 303 miles to empty is what I get ona 
full tank.and the tank was only half full. They said they 
don’t touch those monitors and that it would readjust as 
I drove the car. I fractured my foot two days later and 
was not able to drive until March 2020. To make a long 
story short, the miles to empty did not adjust. When I 
took the car in for inspection, I spoke to a manager again 
and was told that when the battery is changed, I should 
also have throttle body and fuel injection service done, 
$300. Is this true? Are these services necessary and do 
they affect the battery or how the car runs? I waited un- 
til the gas meter was down to 1/4 tank and filled it today. 
Miles to empty came up as 388 miles! 

When the battery was replaced the car’s computer mem- 
ory was erased. The on-board computer that measures miles 
per gallon was reset. The new calculation is based on the 
day the battery was replaced and over time the average will 
adjust to number you are more familiar with. Regarding the 


fuel injection ‘and ‘throttle-body cleaning it can’t ‘hurt: but:

won't change the miles to empty number. If the car is run- 
ning well is not something that I would spend my money on. 

My car has a dent in the middle of the door. It looks 
like someone kicked a soccer ball at the door. It is an 
older Ford Windstar and is not really worth putting any 
money into, but the dent looks ugly. I have seen various 
tools online to remove dents. Do these work? 

Most of the tools are some type of suction device. If the 
dent doesn’t have a crease in it you may be able to pull it 
out. Without spending any money try this. Pour hot water 
on the dent then attached a plumber’s plunger and give it a 
pull. You may find after multiple attempts you get the door 
looking acceptable, 

My 2005 Hyundai Sonata has developed a new noise. 
As I back up the car makes a whirring noise which gets 
louder as I back up the car. My mechanic told me this is 
normal for a Hyundai or any car with lots of miles. What 
do you think? By the way this Hyundai is the best car I 


have ever owned. 


[ would certainly get a second opinion. The noise could 
be internal to the transmission and an expensive repair that 
may not be worth investing in at this point. Then again, the 
noise may be a wheel bearing or brake issue that could im- 
pact your safety. If this were my car, I would get a second 
opinion just to be safe. Even the best car ever can eventually 


wear out.

Can I Pet That K-9? 
DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
My parents and I were 
marching in a demonstra- 
tion, and we passed two 
police officers who each 
had a police dog. I love 
German Shepherds and 
I wanted to pet one of 
their dogs, but my parents 
wouldn’t let me. Why was 
it wrong to pet them? --

DEAR DAVID: K-9 police 
dogs, just like service ani- 
mals, are working dogs that 
are trained to accomplish 


. .gomplicated tasks. When 
_ fthey’re at work, they should 


not be disturbed, even with 
a.well-meaning pat. 

A K-9 may be trained ‘to 
help apprehend suspects, or 
to detect illegal substances, 


tor to perform search and 
~rescue. They are large, en- 


ergetic dogs, and though 
they’re well-trained, they 
can be aggressive. ay 
When a neighbor and their 


dog approach on the side- 
walk, the polite way to in- 
teract is to ask permission to 
pet the dog. When K-9s and 
service animals are work- 
ing, the best way to help 
them is to leave them be. 
Petting a service dog can 
confuse it or cause it to lose 
focus on the task it’s sup- 
posed to be doing. Petting a 
K-9 trained in apprehension 
can get your fingers nipped, 
or worse. 

If, and only if, a service 
dog’s owner or a K-9’s han- 
dler invites you to approach, 
should you do so. 

Police departments some- 
times put on demonstrations 
or other events with their 
K-9s to meet the public. If 
you want to meet the dogs 
and ask questions of the 
police officers about what 
their workday is like, these 
are good opportunities to 
do so: When fairs and other 
public events start up again, 
find out if and where any 
such demonstrations are 
taking place.
